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TJDC INDIAN WHIPPING. 



Arrival of Father Cliirouse aud His 
iudians at Westminster— Strong 
Feeling: Manifested. 

Letter from Bisboi) Durieu Explain- 
iner the Situation and Warmly 
Thanking: Friends. 



Niw Westjiixstek, May 9. — Father 
Cbirouse, Chief Lalapowtlain, and four 
Indians, wore brought to the city, yester- 
day, liiul placed in tlio rrovinciul Jail, to 
serve their Iciins in connection with the 
ClogKing of the Indiun girl, Lillioet. Almost 
every lioinan Catholic man in this city was 
at the station when the train arrived, and 
great excitement prevailed. Father Chi- 
rouse was continually shakinR hands all 
the way frora tlio train to where the car- 
riage \ra3 waitiiig. luither C'hironse was 
interviewed by your correspmident, and, 
while not denying onleiiiig " the Hogging, 
aaya it was justilied, and aceordini; to the 
tribe's custom. Ho saya the Lillooet In- 
diana arc very nuicli excited over the arrest 
of himself and the Indiana, and tliut all 
along the road from Lillooet thuj' met In- 
dians, and the women und children cried 
bitterly at his departure. The men said 
that if the decision of tho Supreme Court 
■was not favorable to their chief, there 
would surely he trouble. The girl was all 
right after the first whipping, and, even 
after the second, the woman who examined 
-'er said she was not marked. 

Chief Lalapowtlain is a fine looking old 
man of 76 years of age, and has an intelli- 
gent face that stamps him as a man fur 
above the average Indian. Upon being in- 
troduced, ho crossed himself dovoutedly, 
and with a. smile shook hands with your re- 
porter, lie said : "When they arrested 
the priest, all my Indians were very sorry, 
and they are waiting to see what will be 
the decision. There is the word of Cod 
telling us wo have to riglit what is wrong, 
and all tho Chiefs are doing so. Before 
the white man came into the country, we 
were punished by whipping. If we are not 
taken out of jail, I do not know what will 
happen. "

Ton have thereby materially lessoned 
tlio bittern<'sa of wrief which overwhehued us 
at tliis trying orcurreuco. With you, my Lo d, 
wo rcuret tlial such a sentence was inflicted on 
tho Itev. Fatlier, on tliu cliief of tile I^n Fon- 
taine tribo und liis assistant-. It is c/ilculalcd 
to undo all i!ie fjood accoiniilished amontr I he 
Indians of our inovincu by tho iiiii-eiisinK hihors 
■of your zealous jnis.-^Hjnarios for tlic last thirty 
years. Such a course of uctitm will, inorcovei-. 
Stop tho Icdians in their uiiwaril inmch of pro- 
gress in tho ways of civilization. Our Hjissiim- 
ariea had lost no opporiuniiy to briiiK t^iic In 
dlans in contact with tho whites, ilieir ueifrh- 
bors, by inducing; them lo look upon tlienew 
comers ns their friends and their brothers. U 
■was owiiiK to ilio continnons, wo niiKhtsay 
daily, iullucni'i' of our niisulonarics that, iho 
natives considered I he whites as their models 
in material iiroKress and fraternized wit b t hem. 
Behold now what a;:b;iiiKc! A orj of hatred 
arises from many tribes, and the sentence 
against the priest and tho cliief arousi^s in tlio 
Indians a sjiirit of rebellion iiKainsl tho while 
people, for they fcur leit. Uiey will be deprived 
of their iinnieinorial rights and usa|,'es to re(,'ii- 
la to the private alliiirs of tlieir people. .Ml this 
is sincerely to be regretted. Our missionaries 
wlU have to make ronowod oll'orts and display 
still Kroator sacrifices in order to convince tho 
natives that the whites aro not to bo judged by 
tlie actions of the few; but ralhor the great ma- 
jority of the white people is in thoir favor, as Is 
evidenci d by the timely and most eonsiblo edi- 
torials of a ureat number of joiirnidista of this 
I'rovince, wlio tli>;reby have won our esteem 
and deserve our warmest thanks.

The young 
Lord O'Hagiin and his brother were train- 
bearers and Fathers Fanning and O'Kourke 
were deacons. Tho Duke of Norfolk and 
members of other high Roman Catholic 
families attended. 

Ur. Herbert Vaughan is tho son of the 
late Colonel Vaughan, of Courlfield. All 
Colonel Vaughan's brothers became priests ; 
one a Jesuit, one a Kedemptorist, and the 
third tho present Bishop of Plymouth. All 
the sister.., save one, became nuns. t)f 
Colonel Vaughan's eight sons, six c;it< l ed 
the church, tivo of them passing Courilield, 
the family property in llereforilsliire, tii a 
yotiuger brother, due of tliese, Koger llede 
Vauglian, t). 8 1!., archbishop of Sydney, 
is ilcdd. Another, Fatlu-r .lerome N'aughau, 
eslablislied the llenedictioe monastery at 
Fort Augustu.s. The fame of F.illier lier- 
nard Vaughan, S. J., is world- 
wide. Father Keiielm \'aughan, wlio has 
labored energetically in Soutli America, is 
now at tho House of Fxpiatiim in Chelsea, 
and with lliiii is Father dollu 'V'auglian. 
Among the sisters who have become nuns 
are that Clare Vaughan of whom Lady 
Lovat has been tlie recording cousin. The 
mother of this race was a convert and the 
memory of her piety remains as a benedic- 
tion. From his father the Archbishop in- 
herits a practical energy which specially 
marks him for command. lie volunteered 
for service in the Crimea, and when there 
devised a new kind of rifle-pit for use in 
front of the enemy. Tho new Archbishop 
may be considered a disciple of his prede- 
cessor ; for, as Father Uerbert Vaughun, he 
was a member of the community of Oblates 
of St. Charles at Bayswater when Dr. 
Manning was its superior. The labors 
which hive marked his episcopate as Bish- 
op of Salford, since ViTl, have been strenu- 
oua and untiring, and have gone beyond 
iliocesan bounds.

W ill 
Mr. Mills pretend tluit Sirdulian I'aunoefote 
at Washington, Oi Clare Ford at Mud- 
rid, are obstacles to i>» «.dvantagoous Can- 
adian arrangement t He would never say 
BO if he tOv-)k the trouble to learn tho facts. 
.'■ Those who know whereof they apeuk couhl 
' assure him that Canada has reaped, and 
does still reap, tho clearest gain from her 
association with British diplomatists in 
these matters. This the Canadian jieople 
realise full well, and unless we misread the 
tendencies of public e'pinioii iu the Duiii- 
inion. there is a L;rowini; dtsire 'hat tliis 
association with liritish interests .si.ould be 
strengthened rather th:ui relaxed. The 
time nuiy not yet have come to exactly de- 
fine the methods by which Canada and the 
United Kingdom shall be made more de- 
cisively one in matter.'^ of conunerce, but 
that the desire for closer unity i.; widespread 
in the Domii'V'ti is not to be denied, and if 
Mr. ISlaine ami iiis fellow-workers could 
only read the signs of the times aright, they 
would realise that their extreme McKinkiy- 
ism ond the rejection of the only reciprocity 
proposals which Canada c&n and will accept 
are tho most poteat agents in the same di- 
rection. 

The (Jazette is right iu concluding that 
McKinleyiam has created in the Canadian 
mind a desire to be commercially independ- 
ent of the United States. It is safe to say 
that it has caused idne Canadians out of every 
ten to desire an opportunity of allowing the 
Amorican-S that their country does not de- 
pend for its existence on its trade with the 
United States, and to show them that if 
' they will not trade with Canada on reason-- 
able terms Canadians have no intention to 
go to them, hat in hand, begging for com- 
mercial favors. 



A PROPHET! 



Because we could not see our way to ad 
fflit the News-Advertiser's claim to tho gift 
of prophecy, and its ability to pronounce 
aii'liorit.itivuly upon a matter about which 
It liiiews nothing, it declares that our de- 
fence of the Crofter sclionie is a failure We 
cannot tee v.'hal tlie soundness or the un- 
rsoundness of the Crofter sclicme has to do 
with onr contemporary's ability to see into 
=tho future and to foretell coming events. 
I On the 4tli inst., our astut(! contemporary 
undertook to say, first, that if the Ciofter 
scheme proved to be a sUL'cess, it would be 
•a thorn in the side of the tJoverunient ; 
'Second, that the Commercial Company will 
obtain influence and power, which will be 
certain to cause trouble ; and, third, that 
other companies and individuals would not 
patiently subndt to tho conditions under 
which an Kngli.'^h company would be organ- 
ized and managed. 

The reader must see that these arc mat- 
ters on which no ordinary mortal can pi o- 
nounce. For a common, every-day, 
earthly politician to reason from such 
unsubstantial, shadowy premiaea aa these, 
and to expect people of eonimou sense 
to plae: any reliance upon bis conclusions 
must appear to the average newspaper 
reader mostj singular. Ho would naturally 
ask : How dees the News-Advertiser 
know that tho Company, if successful, will 
, be a thorn in the side of the Government? 
How has it found out that it will use its 
power so ns to cause trouble? What does 
it know abnnt the organization of a cotu- 
pany which is not yet organi/.ed, and how 
can it foresee on what principles it is to be 
managed? To question the possession of 
BUperiiatural powers by tlio Newa-Adver- 
tiser is not to defend tho Ciovernment. To 
say that the Advertiser is not a prophet, nor 
the organ of a jirophet, is not to admit that 
the Ciovcrninent's scheme is unsound. Tho 
Advertiser knows well enough that it can- 
not base even the ghost of an argument on 
its predictions, but it seomB to think that 
its readers are simple enough to take its 
prophesies for facta and its guesses for ar- 
guu^cnta. Kut wo have formed a higher cs- 
tiiiuUf; of their intolligenco and their 
good sense. Tboy will judge tho 
Crofter sohemeon its merits, no matter what 
latter-day prophets may predict, or clair- 
voyants foresee. 

It doe.s look i\ little amusing to see the 
NOA'S-Advertiaer putting its vaticinations 
into logical shape and trying to prove by 
ingeniously oonstructed syllogisms that be- 



cause we deny its power to see into the 

future -wo have failed to defend tho Crofter 
acbeme. Such solemn trilling as this, such 
pretentious frivolity uuiy look like wisdom 
to a few silly and unthinking people, but 
any one possessing the loust power of disoern- 
ment can dee at a glance that it has no 
bearing whatever on the qnestion which our 
contemporary professes to <liseuss. 

The (.^ohiir.biau echo(!s the futilities of the 
Advertiser. It cannot deny that it pro- 
nounces upon a subject of which it knows 
nothing, and that the Advertiser prophesies 
where it ought to reason, yet it abuses us iu 
its peculiarly elegant way for reminding o\ir 
readers that the critics of the Covernment's 
policy should know something about tlie 
subjects on which they presumo to pass 
judgment. 

uKDisriunuTiox. 

It IS needless to aay that the Opposition 
denounce the ( I u\ernment's redistribution 
bill as " a gerrymander." This wna sure 
to bo the case no matter how earefidly 
or how fairly the work niight be done, or 
by what parly it waa purfci oual. 'I'o iC- 
arra.i.ge the representation of the l>oiiiinion 
i.s a delicate and ii difficult work, and llioae 
engaged in it are certain to be suspected of 
e.cting unfairly with a viev/ of advanc- 
ing the interests of tho pai to which they 
belong. When under Sir John Macdonald 
the work of rcilistribution «as iloiie ten 
j ears or so ag(.' he was louiily accused |.y 
the Liberals of having ell'ected a shameiesa 
gerrymander, and when a redistribution of 
seats was made in Ontario under the Hon. 
Oliver Mowat the same charge was brought 
against the Liberal Premier. And it may 
be that tho Conservative jiarly in t)ie 
l)(uninion and the Liberal parly in Ontario 
had both an eye to the interests 
of ])arty when the redistribution was being 
arranged. It is very hard, indeed, to get 
men to do work of this kind with perfect 
impartiality. The party in power are ex- 
posed to a terrible temptation to arrange 
the seats so as to give their own aide tiie 
advantage. This is human nature, and it 
is foolish to expect party politicians to be 
more tluiu liumau. 

There wos a time when all questions re- 
spec-ting controverted elections were tried 
by the Parliaments, l)ig and little. It was 
found that it waa too much to expect party 
men to investigate such cases fairly and to 
decide upon them with perfect impartiality. 
So tho Parliaments handed over their juris- 
diction in these cases to the courts of law. 
Since that has been done there have been 
very few complaints. The judc;es decide 
the election cases according to the law and 
the evidence. To a judge an election 
case loses its ])olitical complexion. It 
is simply u lawsuit, and is decided on the 
same principles and under the same pro- 
cedure as other lawsuits. 

It seems to us that it would be very much 
better if the periodical redistribution of 
seats were taken out of tho hands of poli- 
ticians, and placed in those of eommissinn- 
ers who are perfectly independent of all 
political parlit-^. These coumussioners would 
make the division according to certain 
specified principles, without considering for a 
moment which party gained or which party 
lost by the redistribution. \Vi:bidieve, too, 
if the work were done in this Wi.y, the pro- 
port ion. ile slrengtli of pu'ties woulil, on the 
whole, coatinnc to be pretty iiuicli as it is. 
Tho iulvautage gained by a gerry- 
mander is, at best, imt temporary, and, 
if it is very glaring, the i)arty making 
it loses in the end more than it 
gains. Political opinion rcfu.':i--i to Ijc re- 
atraiucd by territorial Ujcte.-i and bounds, 
and a at roiig inm-o rif pnldie ri|)inion oblitcr- 
tttes the lines drawn by llic most cuunint; 
and careful gerrymander. The Parliament 
of Great Britain found it better in every 
way to entrust the work of redistributing 
seats to u non-political commission, arid we 
believe that the Canadian I'arliament, if it 
follou'ed this good examjih:, wouhl taki; a 
atumblingbloek out of the way of politi- 
cians and avoid much irritating agitation. 
It would, at tho same time, as we have 
already indicated, make very little diOer- 
ence in the relative position of the different 
political parties. 

We see by a calculation in the Toronto 
Mail that the result of the redistribution 
that has been proposed by the (lovenimenl 
is to increase the strength of the C'onserva- 
tivo party by seven scats. This is the Mail's 
■aloulation. 

As the entile arrangement stands, its 
eH'cct upon the Conservative party, based 
upon the figures of the last election, will bo 
as follows :

Tlio misfortunes which wero tho features of 
tlie trip, commonced on tlie day tho bark left 
Jjivorpool, November Ifl. Tho tuff Wenther- 
cock had her in tow, and in I he eveniiiK a 
gilo spruni; up from wesL-Honth-wesl, 
wliinh eiilaukjled the hawser of the tu« 
with part of tliu head f^ear, a porliou of which 
was carried away. This was a little after mid- 
ni(;lit, and at 2::1U it was decided to hear hack, 
and for tho third lime the hawser koI fuiilod 
with tho head ffear, daniauiiif,' il . On .Saturday, 
Novomljor -1. the hark diil (,'et away fiom 
Llvotpool, dioiiped the ttiK oil' the liar lik'ht- 
ahlp, and had a fair pa^^sane to the lino, which 
was crossed at nudnight of Uucombor 'J:.' in 
lODgttudo 27*. On Frldayi January 29, a siinall 
from tho south- west oartlodaway tho .jib-boom; 
attor tho wreckago had boon got on board, a 
now one was rit;t;ed out of a spare sjiaron 
Board, and tho vessoi iiroceeded on her way. 
Tho Horn was i-oiuuled on January lill, and on 
February Hi the bark enciiumered u 
heavy na!e from niirtli-iiorl Invesl, and 
sliipp'od several heavy seas. one of 
which knci-keii down I lie carpenter, whoso 
forehead and face wero cut, and whose back 
was badly bruis' d. lie wasuiider Ihi; we.alher 
Jor some time in consi ipieiu'e of lrf-< iiijiu u.s, 
. but lias now entirely recovered from them. As 
. an inatanco of liow minutely the most trivial 
• events are seriously recorded in tho Iok of a 
business-like British hark, witness tlio follow- 
luK extract from tho Irvine's Iok: 

" Sunday. January i'!.— At 3:31) P. M., tho doR 
jumped overboard. Move tho ship to and 
riKKcd out the boat with si.K men, thu first olli- 
cor in cliar(,'o. with flvo men. At o:lu tho boat 
returned, 'rriniined the yards and stood on 
our coiirso west, nor' west ; winil N. E. Moder- 
alo weather ; in latitude 1!) 8.. lonnitudo 37." 
As for the doj;— "it never camo back." 

The most important incident of the 
trip, to Victorians at le:st, occurred 
on the 1th of the present month, when the bark 
was 7it miles nertli east by east ell' Cajio lieale. 
Karly in the mornini,' spoke the schooner 
Active, of Sail Francisco, which rejiorted 
having picked up two boats of the schooner 
JIaria, one brlKhc, tho other painted, no men 
in either. Tho boats were landedat Olayoquot, 
and the Active nskod that the circumstance bo 
reported at Victoria. The Maria was ono of 
the last scliooncri to leave port, and it seems 
dilllciilt In iniaKhu! how her boats could be 
lost aiid taken to Clayociuot in the time men- 
tioned. 'J'hero ha.9 been no rouffh weather 
since I he schooner left, so no uneasiness need 
be felt on her account. Captain lirown, of 1 he 
W. I'. Hall, id also a part owner in the Marin; 
thinks tho boats must belong to eomo other 
craft of the same same. Too Irvlno la com- 
manded by Captain R, Jones ; Mr. B. Jones 
being his first and Mr. HoUand, hisXsocond 
ofllcors. 

Steamer Barbara Boscowilz sails for tho 
North, this ovoniiig. She carries considerable 
frelRht and a number of passenKort?,

Tuic Active was hauled on tho Star ways 
yesterday, whore she will receive some neces- 
sary repairs. 

Mr. W. J. .Slovens has received tho contract 
for (U orii'.uliuH the little steamer Lottie, which 
has, in consequence, been laid up to undergo 
ropaiis. 

Steamer Umatilla sails from San Francisco 
for Victoria to day. 

Schooner Ariel wili sail for the Northern Pa- 
cillc waters towards tho latter end of this 
week. 

Seliooner Knlerpriso may tako lior maiden 
trip to tlie coast to morrow. She has been 
very heavily sparred, the masts beiiih' two very 
pretty pieces ot tiiiiher, and .is straiKli! as an 
arrow. The Enterprise carries a large crew, 
part of whom camo around tho Horn in the 
schooner Ariel. 

Steamer San Mateo, oa her way up to tho 
coal mines for a load of coal for San Francisco, 
is duo this evening. 

The German bark Rarunga, Captain Maincs. 
arrived in the Ko)al roads Sunday evening 
from San Deigo, in ballast. It is not known 
what her orders are, 1ml it is thought they will 
ho lo load lumber at the .Moody viUo sawmill.
